honored speaker denouncing ‘imperialist war! at the drop of a hat. 


"As long-time president of the Internetional Labor 
Defense, records of the Lies Yommittee show V.M. lending not only his name, 
but vocal cords to the cause of an organization set up at the orders of 
the Communist International. 


"The ILD, which has headcuerters at 799 Broadway, 
@ block away from the national headquarters of the Communist Party, was 
shown by the Dies Committee to be an outgrowth of International Red Aid, 
whichwas created by Moscow in 1922, 
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"V.M. became president of the American Branch in 
1937 and has remained as a leader of the organization since that time. 


tEven the Labor Defender, organ of the ILD, pro- 
claimed the politicel character of the group as far back as 194 when it stated: 
'There is little wonder in the fact that the idea of a world organization for 
workers! defense has originated in the Soviet Union ...+.'. 


Vihen confronted with such evidence, V.M., testi- 
fying before the Dies “ommittee in 1939, said: 


Mtl did definitely ascertain 
for myself whether or not the International Labor Vefense which wes convened 
here in 1937 was connected with the Communist Party, and I ascertained that 
itwas definitely not connected with the Communist Party,'! 


"He was one of the first orators to whoop it up

dropped both words when it became apparent that Stalin was against neither.

"When the Communists sought to take over the 
Loyalist cause during the “panish Civil War, V.M. quickly threw his oratory 
in the direction of such organizations as the American Friends of Spanish 
Democracy and the North American Yommittee to “id Spanish Democracy. 


. "ihen the signing of the Hitler-Stalin pact in 
1939, V.M. dropped from such 'fronts! as the United Action Against Fascism 
and Anti-Semitism and Stumped for the Americen Students Union, Lmergency 
Peace Wobilization and other Stalinist outfits dedicated to the pact with 
Hitler. 


"Since 1933 V.M. has either joined or supported 
the International Workers Order, Unemployment Councils, \iorkers Alliance, 
two Leagues for Democracy! and American touth Congress. 
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"A1 of these organizations, according to the 
Dies Committee, are major perts of the Communist plan of Trojan hourse 
'boring from within' revolutionary groups. 


WNeither was V.M. adverse to occasional contacts | 
with the Red variety of arts and sciences. On file with the Dies Com- 
mittee are records of his membership and sponsorship of such versatile 
proletarian bands as the Theatre Arts “ommittee, League of American Writers, 
and Artists Union.
